In  this  exquisitely  beautiful  variety  we  have  an  entirely  new  type  of  flower. 
It  is  not  only  nicely  ruffled  but  it  is  beautifully  lacinated,  which  gives  us  the  most 
strikingly  beautiful  formed  flower  ever  seen  in  the  Gladiolus.  1 believe  “ Ruffo- 
lace’’  is  the  only  variety  of  this  type  in  existence.  Certainly  it  is  the  first  of  the 
type  to  be  offered  and  marks  another  highly  interesting  and  very  important 
advancement,  if  not  the  greatest  achievement  in  the  breeding  of  the  modern 
Gladioli.  Probably  the  herald  of  a new  race  of  Gladioli  more  beautiful  in  form 
than  any  now  in  existence. 

The  color  of  the  flower  is  pure  white,  four  inches  and  over  in  diameter,  four 
and  five  open  at  a time,  and  are  borne  on  straight  stout  spikes  3 feet  high.  The 
plant  is  healthy  and  vigorous  and  a good  producer  of  bulblets  that  will  grow. 

“Ruffolace”  was  exhibited  at  the  Bronx  Park,  N.  Y.,  show  last  August,  in  the 
seedling  class  under  No.  160,  and  was  awarded  first  prize  of  a silver  medal  in  the 
class  for  the  best  new  variety,  any  type. 

Stock  of  this  beautiful  variety  is  as  yet  quite  limited,  and  only  a few  large 
bulbs  are  available  this  season.

First  Prize,  Boston;  Silver  Medal,  New 
York,  August,  1921. 

A very  tall  growing  variety,  attaining  a height 
of  five  feet  and  over,  and  often  producing  23  large 
perfect,  lily-like  flowers  to  the  spike,  many  of 
them  six  inches  in  diameter.  The  color  is  a rich, 
creamy  white,  delicately  tinted  and  flaked  rose, 
with  tinge  of  yellow  in  the  throat,  blended  with 
delicate  rose  feathering  on  rear  half  of  lower  pet- 
als. One  of  the  showiest  varieties  for  garden 
and  house  decoration,  resembling  a large  lily 
rather  than  a Gladiolus.  A splendid  forcing  va- 
riety, and  when  grown  under  glass  all  flaking  of 
petals  is  absent.  A customer  who  visited  my 
gardens  last  August,  and  who  is  engaged  in  the 
growing  of  Glad  oh  cut  blooms  for  market,  un- 
hesitatingly declared  Early  Snowflake  to  be  the 
greatest  money  maker  for  the  man  who  forces 
Gladiolus  under  glass  ever  originated.

This 
is  an  exceptionally  beautiful  variety 
and  one  that  is  admirably  well  adapted 
for  any  use  a gladiolus  may  be  put  to. 
The  color  is  a light  cream,  with  golden 
yellow  shading  on  the  lower  petals, 
overlaid  with  faint  rose  feathering  well 
down  in  the  throat.  A bunch  of  these 
dainty  flowers  held  up  to  the  light  pre- 
sents one  of  the  sweetest  color  combi- 
nations imaginable.  The  golden  yellow 
of  the  lower  petals  reflecting  on  the 
cream  ground  of  the  upper  ones  im- 
parts a golden  halo  that  radiates  through 
the  whole  bunch,  producing  an  effect 
of  glorious  beauty.  The  flower  is  wide 
open,  four  inches  and  over  in  diame- 
ter, and  well  placed  on  the  spike.  A 
strong,  healthy  grower  and  a liberal 
producer  of  sound  bulblets  that  will 
grow.

AVIATRIX  (Primulinus  Hybrid  No.  140). 

Prize  winner  at  Boston,  1921.  Last  spring  a few  bulbs  of  this  grand  variety 
were  sent  to  Mrs.  Francis  King  for  trial,  with  the  request  that  if  she  considered 
the  flower  worthy  of  introduction  she  select  a name  for  it ; also  write  a correct 
description,  both  of  which  she  has  kindly  done. 

Description  by  Mrs.  King  : Kemp’s  Seedling  No.  140  is  a very  large  fine 
flower,  much  broader  than  it  is  high,  a delicate  shade  of  pale  yellow,  stiaw  yellow 
rather,  much  darker  and  brighter  in  the  throat,  and  dashes  of  the  same  hue  at 
the  ends  of  the  three  under  petals;  but  the  general  effect  of  this  distinguished 
flower  is  still  of  the  palest  yellow,  almost  an  amber.  Five  flowers  open  at  once  on 
a very  tall  spike.  In  some  of  the  flowers  on  a given  spike  the  dashes  of  rose  are 
more  pronounced  than  in  others,  giving  an  effect  of  rose-color  overlying  pale 
straw  color — a very  interesting  combination  of  soft  hues.  1 consider  this  gladi- 
iolus  of  outstanding  beauty  and  certainly  think  No.  140  should  have  a place  in 
the  horticultural  world.

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THE  GLADIOLUS. 

The  interest  developed  in  the  Gladiolus  the  past  twenty  years  or  so  has  been  wonderfully 
progressive.  They  are  now  being  planted  by  the  hundreds  of  thousands,  where  only  a very  few 
were  used  some  years  ago.  But  notwithstanding  their  almost  world-wide  popularity  they  are 
strangers  to  thousands  of  home  gardens  throughout  the  country.  This  should  not  be. 

No  other  summer  flowering  bulds  are  as  attractive  and  useful  for  house  and  garden  deco- 
ration ; their  large  perfect  flowers  are  borne  on  tall  graceful  spikes,  often  having  twenty  or  more 
buds,  and  if  cut  and  placed  in  water  when  the  lower-most  flower  opens,  every  bud  will 
develop  into  a perfect  flower,  often  covering  a period  of  twelve  to  fourteen  days  before  the 
last  flower  is  gone. 

No  garden  these  days  is  considered  complete  without  its  one  or  more  plantings  of  this 
queen  of  all  the  summer  flowering  bulbs.  They  are  not  exacting  as  to  soil  and  culture.  They 
will  grow  and  bloom  under  the  most  unfavorable  conditions,  yet  like  everything  else  grown, 
they  do  their  best  in  good  soil,  supplemented  with  good  care,  and  will  respond  wonderfully  to 
good  nourishment  and  culture. 

Planting  every  ten  or  twelve  days,  covering  the  bulbs  about  four  Inches  deep,  from  early 
April  to  latter  part  of  June,  will  give  a succession  of  flowers  from  middle  July  to  October. 

In  the  fall,  when  the  foliage  turns  brown,  they  should  be  lifted,  the  tops  cut  off  close  to 
the  bulb,  and  laid  in  a dry,  airy  place  two  or  three  weeks  to  cure,  when  the  old  bottoms  can 
be  removed  and  the  bulbs  put  into  paper  bags  or  shallow  boxes,  and  stored  in  a dry,  cool, 
frostproof  place  for  the  winter.
